With the death of Louis Eris last February, Hartnell College 
students and alumni lost a true friend, and Hartnell athletic teams 
lost their staunchest rooter. 

The little Frenchman was a self-made man. Born in the Basque 
country of France, he came to the United States at the age of 13 and 
worked his way through the public schools and the University of 
California. He joined the Hartnell faculty as a psychology and lan¬ 
guage teacher in 1929. 

Mr. Eris was perhaps closer to the students than any other fac¬ 
ulty member. He always had time for a kind, cheerful greeting for 
everyone. He sent his two children to Hartnell. Although Mr. Eris 
is parted from us, his memory will always remain in the hearts and 
minds of his former students and associates.
